The Consuls at Nkw Orlkans — Some sur- 
prise is expressed at the summary proceedings of 
(Jen. Butler towards the foreign Consuls at Now 
Orleans. We do not doubt that he has acted 
properly, and we think it probable that the Pres- 
ident will soon revoke some of their exequaturs. 
As to the Belgian Consul, the New Vork Com- 
mercial Advertiser says there is scarcely the sha- 
dow of a doubt that be bas been making himself 
an agent of the insurrection evar since it got un- 
der headway. Some time ago, one of the London 
journals, deeply in sympathy with the secession- 
ists, announced that the interest on the Southern 
State securities now held in Kurope would be paid 
in coin at the banking establishment of Hope & 
Co , in Amsterdam. Through what channel had 
the money been conveyed thither? It was certain 
the insurgents had not forwarded the funds in ad- 
vance; and it was improbable that the amount 
could have been raised by subscription in Europe, 
either from American or other sympathizers. 
There is every reason to believe that the offi- 
cial referred to bas been going ont cf the line 
of bis legitimate duties, which, indeed, were 
very limited during the blockade, to become the 
rnedinm of transmitting specie to the old world 
enbebalfof the Confederates. General Itatler 
appears to have caught him in the act of making 
a fresh attempt. In the Crescent City there is 
usually more treasure on deposit lhan in all the 
other Southern cities pnt together. It appears 
that eight hundred thousand dollars had been 
transferred to the Belgian consulate from the 
Citizens' Bank, which was to be shipped to Hope 
& Co. , for some purpose. ' ' Picav une" got his 
eye upon this snng pile, about whose outgoings 
there appeared to be some strange mystery. All 
the circumstances combined to point in one direc- 
tion, that it was about to be shipped under iliplo- 
matic protection to Europ*>, to pay the interest on 
the debts of the individual slates which compose 
the Confederacy, and thus operate in attempting 
to bring about its recognition. It is surmised that 
the Consul has been engaged in schemes of a still 
more objectionable character, as the shipping of 
arms into the rebel states ; but the positive trnth 
of the statement has not yet been established. 

The proceedings of the French and Spanish con- 
suls, in having'their offices in the Canal Bank 
building, so that their national flags conld be 
used to protect lhat concern, would seam to war- 
want the suspicion that all was not right on their 
part; still, it is possible lhat the arrangement may 
have been made at the request of the bat.k to pro- 
tect it against mobocratic outbreaks. Gen. Butler 
has, however, seized the bank and placed a guard 
over the consulates. This looks as if there was 
good reason to believe those officials guilty; for 
the General is an accomplished lawyer and un- 
likely to commit himself and the Government, by 
any rash proceeding that could bo construed into 
an act of discourtesy to the French, Spanish, and 
Belgian Governments. 

The mooey thus secured would be a handsome 
prize cruld it be declared contraband of war, 
which it would seem to be by virtue of the Presi- 
dent's proclamation establishing the blockade. 
But it will probably be retained for future dis- 
posal, according to whatever arrangement may 
be mode after tho peace is re-established. In the 
meantime, European creditcrs will be taught to 
look to an honest support of the genoral govern- 
ment rather than the bogus concern at Richmond 
as the readiest method of obtaining their overdue 
ntereet. 

Accident to E. P. Weston, the Pfdestri- 
an. — Edward Payson Weston, the pedestrian, 
who left Washington last Monday with tlis in- 
tention of walking between the capital and Bos- 
ton in eight days, met with a serious accident 
during the storm of Tuesday evening by a fall on 
the banks of the Susquehanna river, injuring 
both legs so much that he was unable to prccsed 
on his journey for some hours. The delay will 
cause him to be one day behind his time table.

OUR POSITION BEFORE CORINT1I-FROM THE 
FOURTH KENTUCKY REGIMENT. 

Camp Near Corinth, Miss. 
Mag 21. — To-day we were ordered into line of 
battle at eight o'clock, but the batteries began to 
play pretty heavy, and wo were left out until 
eleven o'clock, when we formed onr lines and 
marched through the bushes about three fourths 
of a mile. Immediately after we took our posi- 
tion, heavy firing commenced on our left. We 
sent out two companies as skirmishers, andshortly 
after a Lieutenant was sent in shot through the 
Ihigb; and in a few minutes another Lieutenant 
came in shot through the arm. At that time a 
battery began to play pretty lively about a mile 
on onr left, and immediately another was brought 
into position not more than throe hundred vard«. 
from us and shelled the woods for half an hour in 
front of us. The rebels ceased firing soon and 
left for parts unknown. We left out a heavy 
picket guard: about three o'clock at night the 
rebels fired into them, and immeiiately the firing 
became general along tho whole line of pickets. 
The 4th was in line of battle in a twinkling, and 
ready to meet anything that might come to 
hand. Lines were formed on our right and left as 
soon as they could get out, and the dark masses 
of soldiers stretched as far as the eye could see, 
and far beyond that. We stood in line a short 
time and then went to our tents — but not to 
sleep long, for the gnns soon began to crack 
again. The men, without waiting orders, were 
in line in two minutes — even before officers could 
get out. The heavy firing soon ceased to some 
extent; the guns were stacked in front, and the 
men kindled their camp fires and began to get 
their breakfast. The bring goes steadily along 
all the time, but we have got used to it now, and 
don't mind it. 

Mag lid, "o'clock A. M.— The men are now 
throwing up breastworks in front of our camp; 
they will soon be ready for the rebels again. 
While 1 write, the guns are cracking along the 
pickets on the right, left, and centre. While I 
slept 1 ist night, a rebel bullet barked a sappling 
right at the top of my teut— rather too close for 
comfort ! To-night we go out on picket, and no 
doubt will have a warm time. I will write more 
as it tram pires. 

I had forgotten to tell you that we moved our 
camp l ist night. We are in front— we moved out 
half a mile further toward Corinth, and McCook's 
brigade are in our old camp. They are a reserve 
and form a second line; in case we are repulsed, 
we can fall back on them, or call them up to our 
assistance. Our breastworks are now 27 miles in 
length, stretching around Corinth in three fourths 
of a circle; we will scon have them bagged if they 
don't tun. Gen. Thomas commands the right, 
Gen. Bueil the centre, and Pope the left. 

8 o'clock P. M.— We have just heard that Gen. 
Buell drove the rebel pickets in and took posses- 
sion of Seven Mile creek, which will be a great 
advantage, for our men need wator badly, and 
that creek will supply all. One of Ibe shells burst 
over our men's heads and wounded three of them. 
So far as I have learned we had no men kilUd. 
Wo have driven their pickets in along the whole 
line — the next move wo will drive them out of 
their intrenchments. There is great excitement 
here, but tho boys are all firm and will fight like 
tigers. 

Mag 23d — Well, we were on picket last night 
and had a warm time sure enough. We had a 
private killed in commpany K, one wounded, and 
the Captain of the same company wounded in tho 
hip pretty badly. There has b«en several wound- 
ed in diiforent regiments, and occasionally one 
killed. It i3 hard to tell what the rebels lose. 
Our boys make them hallo "Oh Lordy" very of- 
ten. Our breastworks are finished, and a very 
good job it is. 

Mag 24!* — It rained all night last r.igbt and 
part of yesterday; everything is wet and slippery 
and the rebels are quiet— nothing doing- Oar 
boys think they are skedaddling again, at least 
they aro afraid so. They had rather tight them 
here than to run them any further. The health 
of the boys is better than it has been in six 
months. 

Sundag, 25!A — We had considerable firing on 
our picket lines last night; nobody hurt. It is 
the general opinion that the rebels are leaving 
Corinth. I hope not, for we intend to bag them 
hero if they don't run too soon for us. The boys 
are In fine spirits and anxious for a fight; they 
feel confident of victory. 

Mondag, 261k, 7 A. M.— All quiet, yet wo are 
advancing our pickets steadily all the time. Gen 
Pope is now within 800 yards of their outworks. 
Gen. Nelson says he has a position that he can 
knock hell out of the rebels when the word is 
given; and if anybody can he can. 

The great anacorda is drawing its folds arcuod 
Corinth steadily; his work will sooa be done. De- 
serters and contrabands say Beauregard has 110, 
000 men now wit h him. We can believe as much 
of that as we please, thongb it may be so. 

I have not had a chance to send this out until 
now, and it's all scrap work at that. Pnt it to- 
gether the best you can. L N. J.

Havsvili-h, Ky., May 27, 1862. 
I notice in te day's Journal your comments on 
"the guerilla warfare in Kentucky." We all 
think you are entirely correc', end that unless some 
means aro taken to put a stop to their undoubtedly 
generally premeditatod uprising, our slate will be 
blotted by the blood of many of our l e t citizens. 
Even in old Mai ion, where only 192 rebels ever 
voted, rebels are becoming boisterous and trouble- 
some. We notice now in them a clautisb spirit 
a continual going together — strango whimper 
ings — cursing of Union men as abolitionists — de 
nnnciations of the President and his policy— 
praisirg of the rebellious states — commenting 
upon the possibility and probability of the coming 
of the notorious robber, murderer, and incendiary, 
renegade John Morgan. We notice in them a spirit 
of intense hatred for those- who work actively 
for the Union. Ycnng men wh5 ran off from 
here last fall to go to the Southern army are at 
borne, talking rebellion, upholdit.g treason, and 
shouting for Davis or Beauregard. Oue Sammy 
Raney, who left home between two days last Oc 
lobar, is at home, drinkirg whisky and shouting 
for Davis. He says that whisky does it, and 
people are disposed to "let him rip." But he is 
of good standing, and be should either be taught 
to quit drinking whisky or have to told bis 
tongue when he does. J. C. Raney also makts 
himself prominent. Others could be named. It 
is useless. Tho authorities have apprehended 
some of them frequently. Taking the oath does 
no good. Touch their purse and touch their 
principles. Threaten their property and their 
mouths will be as effectually closed as were the 
mouths of Ihe lions around Daniel. 

In some parts of the county there are gather- 
ings of rebels for the ostensible purpose of bunt- 
ing. Perhaps they hunt. Yet no Union man is 
ever invited to go with them. 1 believe, that, 
although squirrels are numerous, these fellows 
scarcely ever bring one home with them. hi. 
not time that rebels bad learned to hold tbeir 
tongues? Must we who have proved loyal, ay, 
have put on the harness and worked, be insulted 
by infamous traitors?

Col. A.Y. Johnson, of the 
28th Kentucky. He is discreet and brave— fear- 
less whon he has a duty to perforin. \\ onld it 
not be well for him to have u general reckoning 
and bail taking with Marion rebolf?

and arranged as was the old State Guard, could 
not Kentuckians take care of Kentucky rebels, 
thus permitting every United States soldier to 
join hit regiment, xvhere he is greatly needed? 
We of this county could and would do all in our 
power to attend to Kentucky affairs. We are 
determined lhat the Union shall bo sustained if 
we can sustain it.

In a lato edition of the Journal was made pub- 
lic the increase of the salaries cf the officers and 
men connected with the Fire Department of the 
city. This was a just and wise provision, and no 
doubt gratifying to all who have a "fellow feel- 
ing" in their bosom, which speakotb from the 
Divine command, "Do unto other', " &c. But 
there is another class in your midst who labor for 
greator endsjlto accomplish a higher design, that 
of roaring your children to thet elevated standard 
of being which God contemplated when he fash- 
ioned us in the noble presence of His own image, 
who ask you, as colaborer- to exert yourselves in 
our, and not less ymr, behalf. Many of us, 
teachers, have sacrificed our little in the endeavor 
to acquire a respectable education that we might 
prove more useful to the community at large, 
also, with the hope of receiving a reward com- 
mensurate with, and remunerative for, our la- 
bors. We are flesh and blood as other people, 
and are not, as some suppose, of that class who 
draw their sustenance from the air, or live npon 
the scintillations which fall from the heavens. 
In fact, we are human being', with all their 
natural appetites and desires. The pittance re- 
ceived for our services aids us only in eking out a 
miserable existence, making ns slaves to a life of 
labor. 

Business and professional men, of nearly all 
classes, in anticipation behold a time when they 
may lay aside these capacities, and seek the 
leisure of individual pursuits, amid the blissful 
scenes of domestic tranquillity. Can the teacher, 
especially he who has a family dependant npon 
his exertions, look forward — the present moiety 
for bis services staring him in the face — with any 
prospect that a lims will arrive when he may 
cease from his active and arduous labors, and re- 
tire to enjoy in his old age the fruits of what 
ought to be, at least, a comfortable competency? 
No, sirs, there is not a peg ie the scale on which 
to fasten the assumption. Let us lo'.k at the 
figures; perhaps you will remember il is said 
"theg do not lie." Salary £420. Let us make 
these deductions: For board and washing, includ- 
ing light and fuel, $4 per week, $200. For cloth- 
ing $100. Books, papers, and stationary $30 
and, if the teacher is of the progressive kind 
(the right sort), this will not Suffice. Five per 
cent, on the scrio to convert it into available 
means, $21. Adding we have SS6L, — leaving us 
the handsome profit of our yearly labor — $49. If 
teachers are like other people, which an exami- 
nation would doubtless substantiate, wbat would 
become of the remainder? The sum set aside for 
a rainy day, and (hey come to all, would be small, 
indeed. 

Computations with the salaries of the princi- 
pahhip of the Ward schools will not show a more 
favorable result. But, alas! if the occupants are 
heads of familic), can you, oh, wise men! can 
you believe our schools will continue a success, 
if allowed to go on in tfaia manner? Will you not 
lose your best teachers as fast as opportunities 
occur for them to better tbeir condnion? We 
well know that those are hard timej; that our 
country is passing through the greatest struggle 
that ever fell upon a free people; but she is emerg- 
ing from the war-cloud of rebellion encased in 
added lustre and power. Business fiourishei once 
more. And we should return with renewed zeal 
to the great work of education. You need not be 
told our public schools are the "steel- c'ad Moni- 
tors' of national expectancy and defence; that 
they are the "revolving turrets' whose Argua, 
eyes are sentinels upon the body politic. 

Wo take leave of you, believing you thank us 
for thus coming before you, while we fael assured 
you cannot behold this sul j act in other than the 
same light with ourselves. This assurance leads 
us to expect you will endeavor to make the 
teacher's profession, in this city, one of honor, 
as well as a means of support, after his energy 
and strength are worn down in his, not alto- 
gether, pleasant avocation. 

Believing I speak with the sanction of many

More Union Victories.— There was an 
error in the heading of the telegraphic de- 
spatches in the Bulletin of last evening. In- 
stead of "rebel Iosb one thousand in killed and 
wounded and one thousand prisoners captured" 
in tho battle of Hanover Court-Houso, it 
should have been five thousand prisoners cap- 
tured. It was all right in the body of the 
Washington despatch. This was a far greater 
victory than the rebels have ever won, their 
loss being far greater than ours at Bull Run, 
and their rout quite as full and complete. The 
reverse we met with the other day in the val- 
ley of the Shenandoah was but a trifle 
in comparison with this great and signal 
victory, which, besides involving a fear- 
ful loss to tho rebels in killed, wounded, 
and prisoners, gives to our victorious General, 
the invader of the capital of the Southern 
Confederacy, a most highly important strate- 
gic position, enabling him to cut off one of 
the main channels of the supply of the rebel 
army. This glorious victory cannot fail to 
have a most weakening and disheartening ef- 
fect upon the rebels and is undoubtedly the 
immediate precursor of another and a far 
mightier victory in that region if the Confed- 
erates shall have the courage to stand 
their ground. Already the rebel forces that 
followed Gen. Banks and his little band of 
four or five thousand men through Winchester 
and Martinsburg have turned back in full 
flight, afraid of being cut off utterly. 

Our despatches bring intelligence of olhur 
interesting successes. From all quarters the 
news is of the most cheering character, indi- 
cating that the war and tho rebel Confederacy 
are near their end. 



0*For several days past we have seen para- 
graphs in and from rebel newspapers in the 
South, fiercely denouncing Gen. Butler's 
Order No. Twenty-five, issued in New Orleans 
on the 0th inst , saying all manner of bitter 
things about it, and declaring it to be a de- 
liberate and diabolical attempt to inflame and 
exasperate the poor against 4he rich, but at the 
same time all the Editors, who put forth such 
paragraphs, refused, strangely enough one 
would think, to lay the document before their 
readers so as to let them judge for themselves. 
They stigmatized the order as "agrarian," 
"fiendlike," "horrible," but prudently chose 
to let tho public have no other means of 
judging of its character than from the use of 
snch epithets. 

We have received at last this much abused 
Order, and our readers will find it upon our 
third page. We do not wonder either that it 
exasperated the rebel Editors, or that they de- 
clined publishing it. Their fury and their 
prudence are alike natural enough. The Order 
is a masterly one, energetic, bold, powerful 
manner tho offences of the rebel l.,° T"_ 
New Orleans and Louisiana, and neither 
those leaders nor their friends can justly gain- 
say a solitary item of the terrible; allegation. 
. It is a remarkable document, and, although it 
is not intended, as the rebel Editors charge, 
to incite the poor against the rich, it certainly 
is calculated, and we trust will have the effect, 
to stir up the poor and oppressed, not only in 
New Orleans, but in other cities of the South, 
against the infamous rebel villains who havo 
done and are doing everything in their power 
to betray them to want, woe, and death. 

The New Orleans rebels will find, if they 
have not done so already, that, in General 
Butler, they have a keen, shrewd, firm, and 
fearless spirit to deal with. Tho Mnyor of 
the city, Mr. Pierre Soule, and some others, 
at first tried their characteristic bluster upon 
him, but they very soon learned that such a 
game wouldn't pay. He gave Mr. Soule to 
understand that he was fully informed as to 
certain secret plans for the assassination of 
soldiers straying about the city, and warned 
him that, "if a shot is fired from *ny house, 
that hou8j will never again cover a mortal's 
head; and if I can discover the perpetrator of 
the deed, the place that now knows him shall 
know him no more forever. " The notificat ion 
seems to have had the effect intended. No 
assassinations have been perpetrated. 

Mark the contrast between the treatment of 
the thousands of starving men, women, and 
children of New Orleans by Gen. Butler and 
the U. S. Government on one side, and by the 
rebel military and civil authorities' on the 
other. When our forces were approaching the 
city by land and water, the rebel authorities 
immediately destroyed hundreds of thousands 
of dollars' worth of provisions, knowing that 
already a large portion of the people were suf- 
fering the tortures of famine, whereas Gen. 
Butler distributes at once a thousand barrels 
of beef among the sufferers, and the President 
of the United States issues a proclamation de- 
claring his intention to send them food with 
the least possible delay. We shall seo what 
will be the effect of those things among the 
masses of tho great commercial emporium of 
the South. Those who do not return promptly 
to their allegiance will deserve to starve or to 
die any other kind of miserable death. 

•WGov. Andrew, of Massachusetts, in his 
response to tho call for additional men from 
that State to aid the Government in restoring 
its constitutional authority, said it would be 
"a heavy draft on their patriotism" unless the 
President sustained Gen. Hunter. The young 
men of Massachusetts have responded nobly 
to the call, and the Boston Post applies to the 
Governor the notable declaration of John 
Quincy Adams in Congress of a contemporary 
who said he would not vote for an appropria- 
tion, under certain circumstances, to defend 
his country though the enemy was battering 
down the walls of the Capitol: "He could go 
but one step farther, and that would be to 
join the enemy." 

<3-There is not the least danger that any 
portion of the rebel force in Virginia will in- 
vade Maryland, Pennsylvania, or the District 
of Columbia. If Gen. McClellan can only 
succeed either in forcing a battle at Richmond 
or in cutting oft' tho Confederate retreat from 
that city toward the South, his success, coupled 
with that which we doubt not is to be very 
speedily achieved by Gen. Ualleck at Corinth, 
will shiver the rebel cause into ten thousand 
fragments.

plain bitterly that the butchers in that city re- 
fuse Confederate notes in market. If they 
can get nothing but worthless paper, let them 
sell nothing but spoiled meat.

he coming year, we have hardly a doubt, will 



r- We 6ce it reported in the papers that 
Winchester, Va., has been burned. Notwith- 
standing the great forbearance uniformly prac 
tised by the Union troops, we should not be 
much surprised to karn that this report is 
true. Certainly tho outrages perpetrated upon 
our troops the other day when they retreated 
to and through Winchester were such as called 
aloud for rotribution and vengeance. Even 
the women fired guns and pistols from doors 
and windows upon our exhausted and sinking 
soldiers, killing and wounding quite a large 
number of them. Surely such fiends desorvc 
no exemption from punishment on account of 
their sex, and it is not at all to bo wondered at 
if their houses were burnod over their heads. 
It would be a right rule everywhere that every 
house from which private persons, whether 
male or female, shoot down our soldiers, 
should bo demolished, and the guilty inmates 
held otherwise responsible. 

Rebel atrocities of the worst character are 
of daily occurrence in all directions. Even 
our wounded and sick at Winchester, who 
with much exertion trawled into a neighbor- 
ing whcatfield and lay down in the hope of 
living or dying in peace, wero pursued by rebel 
soldiers and rebel citizens and deliberately 
butchered. At Strasburg, only a few miles 
from Winchester, the rebels also attacked our 
sick, firing into the ambulances and upon the 
fainting men by the wayside, killing in cold 
blood all within their reach, displaying at the 
samo time a flag with black bars intended as a 
token of no quarter. At Front Royal, where 
a thousand of our troops were attacked last 
week and overpowered by a force of seven or 
eight to one, the rebel* displayed the black 
flag, raised a general shout of no quarter, and 
killed about eight hundred and fifiy of our flee- 
ing and helpless troops. On the James River, 
shortly after tbt battle at Fort Darling, a whole 
boat's crew and several officers of the gunboat 
Wachuset were lured ashore by a flag of truce, 
the enemy sending a message that they were 
in want of raodical assistance, and tho whole, 
officers and men, were murdered as soon as 
they landed, their cry for quarter being un- 
heeded and derided. And at Yorktown, at 
Williamsburg, at Fredericksburg, and at Nor- 
folk, in fact at every place which the rebels 
havo been forced to evacuate in Virginia, 
they have planted scores and hundreds 
of torpedoes and other infernal machines to 
blow up whatever soldiers or civilians, whatev- 
er men or women, might chance to walk over 
them unsuspicious of danger. 

This is no civilized warfare on the part of 
the rebels, and the horrible truth will soon, in 
all probability, bo made shockingly manifest 
in Kentucky, in Missouri, in Tennessee, in 
Western Viriginia, and olsowhere, by the ope- 
rations of the numberless guerilla bands now 
organizing, unless tho promptest, the severest, 
and the most energetic measures shall bo 
adopted for their intimidation and suppression. 
We are not prepared to believe that any error 
will be committed by our authorities on the 
side of leniency, and we con hardly see how 
any well could be committed on the side of 
rigor. f 

»S- We have often called the attention of 
our readers to the marked peculiarities of the 
rebellion which is now devastating onr once 
united country. Most if not all other revolu- 
tions have resulted from cxtrome and long con- 
tinued grievances and sufferings, until they 
have become intolerable; and havo been di- 
rected either against tyrannies, dynasties or 
ideas, or against all these combined. This is 
the first uprising of a free, prosperous, and 
happy people, against their own approved and 
cherished principles ol government. As Mr. 
Mills has strongly pointed it out, it is the first 
suicidal rebellion; the attempt of a representa- 
tive government to overthrow itself, and to 
subvert its own fundamental principle; sub- 
mission to the will of a majority: and subject 
as he is to a monan hicul form of a free, repre- 
sentative govcrnmen', he lifts a voico of warn- 
ing in the ears of alarmed humanity, that the

Reading, tho other day, some striking pas- 
sages from the ablo pen of the Rev. Dr. Breck- 
inridge, we were very much struck with an- 
other phase of the same grand idea. He calls 
in question the possibility of a justifiable rebel- 
lion against such a form of government. Cer- 
tainly the history of our race furnishes no ex- 
ample; all rebellions heretofore having been ex- 
cited against tyrannies, dynasties, or ideas. This 
may, indeed, be owing to the fact that instan- 
ces of free, representative governments have 
been few and recent. But, then, it6eems im- 
possible that hardships or oppressions under 
them could ever swell to the enormous magni- 
tude, which alone can justify a resort to arms, 
for their redress: — since, in every case, itis fairly 
presumable that the remedy would prove far 
worse than the disease. Of this there can 
now no longer be any doubt that the deluded 
authors of this rebellion are at length most 
painfully convinced. 

Grand as these thoughts are, and the pro- 
ductions of two of the most profound and 
philosophical minds of any age or country, our 
readers will readily perceive that they contain 
merely the simple announcement, in a philo- 
sophical formula, of tho old, familiar maxim, 
that the only proper remedy for existing or 
apprehended evils, under a free representative 
government, is a resort, not to cannon and 
the cartridge-box, but to the hustings and the 
ballot-box. 

•JSTGen. Butler in New Orleans convened 
the presidents of the city banku a few days 
ago and invited them to bring or order back 
to their vaults tae specie they had sont out* of 
tho city, assuring them that be would not seize 
it or permit any interference with it. We 
presume there is m probability whatever that 
the money will bo returned. It of course 
rightfully belongs to the depositors and other 
private citizens, bnt they will never get a dol- 
lar of it. Even if tho beak officers wished to 
have it restored to their respective institutions, 
as we are quite sure they do not, the Confed- 
erate military authorities, who probably have 
it in charge, will not relax their grip upon it. 

a»"The Mobilo Registor copies with praise 
some remarks of ours against the confiscation 
of the property of Southern rebels. Why has 
the Editor of the Register never given us a 
chance to ropy with praise any remarks of his 
against the wholesalo Southern confiscation of 
debts due to the peoplo of tho United States 
and of the possessions of men in the rebel 
Confederacy loyal to the U. S. Government? 

The rebels find it a groat deal .sasier or at 
any rate more pleasant to applaud liberality 
toward themselves than to practice it toward 
others. 

C3~New Orleans has been asleep for some 
time past, and has had horrible dreams, in 
which were apparitions of star» and bars, 
worthless bank notes, burning cotton and su- 
gar, conscription acts, want and gaunt-eyed 
famine. She has just woke up, and, though 
a little feverish, will soon be well, if she takes 
care of herself. If the papers behave them- 
selves, the Picayune will circulate with re- 
newed briskness and be in every boily'B pocket, 
the Delta will spread itself as broadly as ever, 
and the Bee's busy hum be music to all.

Beth rhino to the Fold —The statement has 
lieen made to us upon authority which ia un- 
doubted, that, on Saturday bit an entire regi- 
ment of rebel Alabama troops at Corinth, put 
down their arms and surrendered themselves to 
General Haltcck, expressing their desire to ba- 
coma loyal citizens of the United States. We 
Infer that the regiment is composed of citi/.ins of 
North Alabama, as we have known from the be 
ginning that their hearts were never in the re- 
bellion. 



Cait. Thob U. Morkhon.— This gallant and 
meritorious officer, who as commander of Com- 
pany A Twelfth Indiana volunteers has just 
c >mpletcd an eventful campilgn in Virginia, is, 
now in our city, bis company having been reg- 
ularly and honorably mustered out of the service. 
Captain Morrison tendered bii company full to 
Got. Morton ia a very few days after the bombard- 
ment of Sumpter, about the first of any Csp'ain 
in the Stale, though circumstances threw him 
into tboso regiments retained by the State; but 
immediitely after the battle of Bull Run the re- 
giment was sent to the Potomac, near Harper's 
Ferry, where all the fall and through a very in- 
clement winter they did efficient and most valu- 
able service in guarding that portion of our lines. 
This spring they entered Virginia when our army 
advanced, and performed a very active put in 
the expulsion of the rebels fron Winchester, 
though, having bean changed to another portion 
of the army, they bad the misfortune not to be 
at band when Jackson made his attempt to retake 
Winchester, in which be was so gallantly ro- 
pulsed. There were no batter disciplined men 
than Captain Morrison's, and as ekirmishers their 
performances at Winchester amply attested that 
they had but few superiors. As an evidence of 
the good effects of Captain M.'s care of his men, 
we may mention that he lost, during the year, 
but one man from disease. Captain M.'s personal 
experiences with the rebels were interesting. Ue 
tock many of the gentlemen prisoner ; and caused 
them to vacate hastily come of their coverts for 
annoying our troops. Be has also pirtaken of 
the hospitality of some of (be rebel ladies, and 
though a "Bettian" they had no cause to regret 
their coarU'y. The Captain, though be recruit- 
ed his company in New Albany, bai many friends 
here who will be pleased to hear of bis return in 
good health after a year of most arduous serves 
in the cause of his country. We bops Captain 
Morrison will soon again be placed in a position 
where his valuable services can be felt by the 
Government, He brings with him the highest 
testimonials from his late superiors in command. 
We are ratiitied that the volunteer service does 
not contain a truer patriot or a more accomplish 
ed and affective officer. 

Prisoners Shot. — Mr. A. Hunt, whose arrest 
was mentioned a few days since in this paper, was 
shot last evening by one of the sentinels on duty 
at the military prison. Mr. Hunt presented him- 
self at one of the windows of the prison, contrary to 
the rules. While at the window be undertook to 
amuse himself in that innocent pastime, waving 
a secession flig. This was d ma to show bis defi- 
ance of the nation, the Commonwealth, and the 
loyal sentiment of this city, and the design was to 
provoke the guard by tbi i exhibition of treason . 
The sentinel on duty, Mr. Wm. Ksgle, in obedience 
to the orders of his superior officer, ordered Mr. Hunt 
to go away from the window; the rebel refused, 
and commenced the most vulgar and filthy abuse. 
The sentinel again ordered him to leave tbe win- 
dow, and told him that be would make him leave 
it, and the rebel again rep'ied abusively and in- 
sultingly. The Eentinol then fold him that if be 
did not leave be would shoot him, and tbe rebel 
replied, with oath«, that tbe sentinel was a 
d — d abolitionist, who could not be induced 
to shoot anything. The sentinel, then, 
up >n finding that the rebel was determined 
to defy all authority, fired, inflicting a wound of 
which Mr. Hunt died very soon, and another 
prisoner, R. M. Clayton, who was near tbe offen- 
der, received the ball, which passed through 
Hunt's lungs, in his leg. Hunt, it will be remem- 
bered, was arrested in this city on Saturday last, 
claiming at the time of his arrest to have 
been a captain in tbe rebel service, and stating 
subsequently that he was a teamster. Clayton, 
whose wound is a very serious one, was arrested 
at Cave City yesterday by Lieut. Ross, cf tbe 
Fourth Cavalry, and arrived at the city but a 
short time before the shooting was done. The 
case will undergo judicial investigation this morn 
ing. 

We hope that some good uses will be made of 
this lesson. There are residents of this city who 
aid, incite, and encourage these rebel prisoners in 
traitorous practices and insults. These resident 
rebels may well take warning from this unfortu- 
nate affair. There is no law in Kentucky that 
permits them any more to be rebels than murder- 
er), house- burners, or thieves. Some of these 
people are much to blame for the death of Hunt, 
and they should meditate upon the part they 
hive played preliminary to this occurrence. 



The Police Bill — The two boards of General 
Council were in session last evening mainly for 
tbe consideration of the mode of electing tbe city 
polio. Various plans were proposed, and the 
ordinance reported by Mr. Baxter, providing that 
the Mayor should appoint a Chief and Clerk cf 
Police, aud that tbe General Council should elect 
the watchmen, was passed by tbe Common Coun- 
cil. Pending the discussion of the ordinance in 
the Board of Aldermen that body adjourned. The 
General Council agreed upon a resolution to meet 
on Thursday evening next. 

Suicide by Ditowmso — A young married 
woman, a resident of New Albany, we believe, 
committed suicide about four o'clock yesterday 
afternoon by throwing herself into the river from 
tbe New Albany ferry-boat. She bad gone aboard 
the boat at New Albany, and was returning 
without disembarking at Portland, and jumped 
overboard about midway between the two shores. 
Her husband is said to be a minister of the gospel, 
but we did not learn his name. 

The Fiktbehth Kentucky Regiment.— The 
Rev. J. J- Talbott, Chaplain of the Fifteenth 
Kentucky Infantry, Col. P< pa, is in the city at 
present. The regiment is at Huntsville, Ala., 
and both officers and men are in excellent health 
It bad been roported that Quartermaster John W, 
Clark, of this city, had fallen into the hand) of 
lh» rebels aa a prisoner. Such is not the fact, 
however. Mr. Clark is acting Quartermaster of 
the brigade, and Mr. Wm. L. Tilden is acting 
Quartermaster of the Fifteenth regiment. 

Theatre— Benefit of Mitt Kate Fither.—Wa 
hope to see a fine audience this evening to render 
a deserved compliment to this pains-taking and 
industrious young lady, who for tbe past week 
has exerted herself to the utmost to please the 
public. She appears on the occasion of ber bene 
fit as "Captain Charlotte," in the comic drama cf 
that title, and in the various ch traders of the 
favorite military drama cf "The French Spy"— a 
very excellent bill.

EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 

As we stated yesteidjy, the Thirty-fourth 
Annual Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Kentucky assembled on 
Wednesday morning, with divine service, in 
Cavalry Church in this city, the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Smith presiding. The services were read by the 
Rev. Messrs. C. II. Page anil Cowgill, and tbe 
sermon was preached l>y the Rev. D. H. Deacon, 
senior presbyter*- of the Diocese. 

The attendance of the clergy and of tbe lay 
deputios of the churches is full, this being an im- 
portant session, as being held next before tbe 
meeting of the general convention of the wh'le 
church. 

The Rev. J. A. Merrick, who has for years as- 
sisted as Secretary, having declined renomina- 
tbn, the Rev. Mr. Large, of this city, was chosen, 
and J. M. Robinson, Eeq , appointed Treasurer.

The convention then adjourned until yesterday, 
giving way to an interesting meeting of tbe Mis- 
sionary Convocation. The Rev. Mr. Bushnell 
read the annual roport, replete with interesting 
details. He was followed by the Kev. Mr. Black- 
aller, of Ohio, who gave a narrative of bis mis- 
sionary labors at Catlettsburg and it* vicinity. 

From the report of the Rev. Mr. Bushnell, of 
the Central Missionary Convrcition of the dio- 
c«e, we learned that tbe sum of 1 1^,000 had 
been exponded by tbe Convocation during the 
pist five years in the construction of churches, 
and that $4,600 had been deevotd to the pay- 
ment of missionaries. The report shows, also, 
that the sum of $'21,000 had been received by the 
Convocation in the meantime, which sum was re- 
lized as a remit of the expenditure noted above.

Tbe convention was opened yesterday morning 
with divine service, which was cooducted by tbe 
Rev. Dr. Jeffries and iho Rev. Dr. Page. Waiv- 
ing the usual sermon, tbe Bt. Rev. Bishop Smith 
made bis annual address, which is as follows: 

THE BlSHOr'3 ADDRESS. 

The condition of tbe Church, and its relations 
to the state of the world around, have differed 
very considerably in different ages and countries. 
Its progress in the early ages does not seem to 
have liaen materially impeded by the convulsions 
of society or tbe devastations of war. For a cer- 
tain period, indeed, it appear) to have been re- 
garded as an ark of refuge: and mulli'udes who 
could find safety and consolation no where else, 
sought and found them near the altar of their 
God; and tbe more grievous the ca'aoii'.ies which 
opposed them t he more t hey felt the need of the 
consolations of religion. It ought always to be 
so, and in not a few ios.aace*, during the past 
year, in some of our parishes I hope it has been 
the caae with u). Asa general thing, however, 
the pressure of public calamity ba) been pre- 
cisely of that nature and degree which completely 
preocenpies the puolic mind, and so deeply, yet 
after all superficially, agitate* the passions of 
men as to leive no placo for roligious considera- 
tions. And the obstrnctions presented to the 
ordina ry channels of trade and business 
have completely paralyzed all educational and 
missionary operations. So that, in a way of 
work and progress, during the past year, there is 
almost literally no'hing to roport; and, admon- 
ished by many prudential considerations to omit 
all outside questions, a very short address will 
suffice to state all the official acts of the Bishop.

A SPLENDID RECONNOIS3ANCB BY THE TWilN- 
TY-SECOND BRIGADE, UNDER COL. SEDGE- 
WICK— THE FIR IT. SECOND, ANDTWF.NTn:TH 
KENTUCKY ENGAGED- LIST OF CASUALTIES. 

Camp near Corinth, Miss., > 
May 22d, 1862. f 
I know full well that important news from this 
place is hourly expected, and yet I fear the 
sorercigns are destined to wait a little longer. 

The Twenty-second brigade, under Col. Sed^e- 
wick, made a reconnoissance yesterday, and had 
somo pretty sharp fighting for fully two hours. 
We drove the enemy's pickets, outposts, &c , be- 
fore us for near half a mile, when we Lund them 
in force. We then bad some of the tallest kind of 
musketry fighting, enough to conTince us that the 
enemy had a large force opposed to us. We tried 
to draw the fire of their artillery, and for this 
purpose we advanced upon them again and again, 
but our numbers were not strong enough, and wo 
were finally obliged to retire. Col. Hanson, of 
tbe Twentieth Kentucky, did well, as he kopt in 
advance of his regiment, urging bis skirmishers 
forward to engage the enemy more closely. Capt.. 
Joseph T. Wheeler, who, by the chances of war, 
found himself in command of the noble First 
Kentucky, did well with his regiment, wbicb, as 
it was the first and longest engaged, (uttered con- 
siderable lost in wounded. The reconnoissance 
wo< completely successful, and fully unswerved 
the purposes for wbicb it was intended, as we only 
wished to ascertain the position occupied by the 
enemy. 

The Second Kentucky did not have an oppor- 
tunity of firing a shot, although the officers and 
men were all anxious, and not a little angry at 
seeing their men wounded without a chance of 
returning the compliment. Colonel A. Warner 
Spencer and M»j >r J. R. Hurd exposed them- 
selves constantly, and as they are both gallant 
gentlemen, I feel confident that, had we been a'- 
lowed to engage the enemy, we would bave had 
good leaders at any rate. Colonel Sedgewick de- 
serve) considerable credit for the manner in which 
be handled hi* regiment, and I have no doubt he- 
will receive it from the proper authority. 

Surgeon Currans, of the 20th Kentucky, and 
Assistant Surgeon Cox, of the 2d Kentucky, de 
serve all praise for tbeir kindness and allo&tion 
to tbe wounded.

One of the members made a strong speech in 
favor of free labor, and the policy of enc mraging 
emigration' of agriculturists by giving farms to 
actual settlers.

New York, May 29. 
The prize steamship Stettin, from London, ar- 
rived this evening in charge of a pri/.e crew fr m 
the gunboat Bienvilla. She was captured on the 
m rning of the 2khoff Caps Roman, while at- 
tempting to run the blockade at Charleston. Her 
cargo of brandy, wine?, and saltpetre ia valued at 
half a million dollars. She was from Nassau, 
Now Providence, and her crew reported that an- 
other laige steamer was txpec'ed from Nassau 
the same night to run the blockade. The Stettin 
is only three months old, iron propoller, of 1,000 
horse- power, and 800 tons burthen.

SENATE. 

Mr. Willey referred to the manner in which the 
al'egianceof the Slate was transferred to the rebel- 
lion in secret setsion, and without consulting the 
people, and the action of tbe people of North- 
western Virginia, remaining loyal to the Union, 
and forming a B.-parate government. He claimed 
that this feeling for a division of the State was 
no now thing. It had been frequently urged by 
tbe psople of tbe State, and reason and juatics 
were both in favor of it. There were a sufficient 
number of inhabitants then, and Western Vir- 
ginia was completely divided from the eastern 
half by the Alegheny Mountains. Nature seems 
to bave divided the two. Commorcs and indus- 
try both demand a separation. There bas never 
been but little commercial intercourse between 
Western ard Eastern Virginia. The difference 
of the social instilutiona and habila of both indi- 
cate separation. Slavery cannot exist in West- 
ern Virginia. Why should the people of that 
section be compelled to be subjected to a system of 
laws calculated for slavery, which exists in Vir 
ginia. The geographical position, climate, natu 
ral productions, and the moral and religious senti- 
ments of tbe people absolutely forbid the existence 
of slavery in Western Virginia. He contended 
that the proposed State was rich in mini ral acd 
other resources, and would make a wealthy and 
prosperous State. 

The memorial was referred to the Commi'te on 
Territories. 

The tax bill was then taken up, tbe question 
being on Mr. Henderson's amendment, that the 
propostd tax on slaves shall not be levied in any 
State which bas adopted thu system of gradual 
emancipation. Yeas 15, nays 20. 

Mr. Feseenden effered an amendment to reducs 
tho proposed tax on slaves from $5 dollars to $2 
each, that being sufficiently high in the present 
condition of things. After aome debate the 
amendment was adopted. 

Mr. SimmonB's amendment, as amended, was 
rejected by 14 against 22. 

The Senate then went into executive session, 
after which it adjourned.

Mr. Potter, from the committee on public lands 
reported back tbe Senate bill establishing a land 
office in Colorado Territory. Paaaed. 

The House passed by a vote of 92 against 3' 
tbe bill declaring that, as the census of California 
has never been taken till the year 18(30, and as it 
appears that said State had a sufficient population 
to entitle ber to three Representatives under the 
supposition that taxes have been apportioned to 
and paid by her under tho ctnsua of 1860, there- 
fore the be allowed three Representatives instead 
of two until the beginning of next Congress. 

Mr. Hii kman, from the Committee of J udiciary, 
introduced a bill for tho more effectual suppres 
sion of tho slave trade, giving consuls and com- 
mercial agenta of tho coast of Africa certain ju- 
dicial powers, in ordor that proceedings maybe 
bv them instituted against the vessels engaged in 
tho trade, the persons concerned to be tried in the 
courts of thia country. Passed by a voto of 63 
against 45. .... , a- 

The bill dividing Pennsylvania into two Judi 
cial Districts, and providing for holding a Diittict 
Court at Erie, was passea. 

The House returned tho consideration of the bill 
appropriating $75,000 dollars for the purchase of 
tho Douglas Hospital. 

Mr. Woodruff, while declaring himself in favcr 
uf proaecuting the war to reatore the authority of 
tbe United State , said be could not give support 
to the confiscation and emancipation bills, regard- 
ing them aa he did as inexpedient, unjust, and nn 
constitutional. The advocates cf extreme mea- 
sure' seemed to be giving aid to the enemy, and 
pursuing a courso better calculated to destroy tho 
Union than that of the rebels themselves. 
A deba'e on tbo bill followed, and it was finally

Tbe deplorable state of destitution and hunger 
of the mechanics and working > lasses in this city 
has been brought to the knowledge of tho com- 
manding General. 

He has yielded to every suggestion made by 
tbe city government, and ordered every method 
of furnishing food to the people of New Orleans 
that the government desired No relief by those 
officials has yet been afforded. This hunger dooa 
nit pinch the wealthy ard it fluent iai, tbe leaders 
of the rebellion, who have gotten up this war, 
and are now endeavoring to prosecute it, without 
regard to the starving poor, the workiog man, 
bla wife and child. Unmindful of their suffering 
fellow citizens at home, tbey bave caused or suf- 
fered provisions to be carried out of the city for 
Confederate service since the occupation by tho 
United States forc?s. 

Lafayette Square, tbeir home of affluence, was 
made the depot of stores and munitiona of war 
for the rebel armies, and not of provisiona for 
their poor neighlora. Striking hands with the 
vile, the gambler, the idler and the ruffian, they 
bave destroyed the sugar and cotton wbicb might 
bave lien exchanged fur food for tbo industrious 
and good, and rograted the price of that which ia 
left, by discrediting tbe very currency they had 
furnished while they eloped with the specie ; aa 
well as that stolen from tbe United Slates, as the 
banks, tbe propsrty of tho good people of New 
Orleans, thna leaving them lo ruin and starva- 
tion. 

Fugilivea from justice many of them, and oth- 
ers, their associates, staying because too puerile 
and insignificant to be obj icta of punishment by 
the clement Government of the United States. 
They havo betrayed their country. 
Tbey have been false to every trust. 
They bave shown themselves incapable of de- 
fending tbe State they bave aaizsd upon, al- 
though Ihey havo forcsd every poor man'a child 
into their service as soldiers for that purpose, 
while Ihey made their sons and nephews officers. 

They cannot protect those whom tbey bave 
ruined, but have left them to tbe mercies and 
assassinations of a chronic mob. 

They will not feed those whom they are starv- 
ing. 

Mostly without property themselves, they have 
plundered, stolen, and destroyed the means if 
thoss who bad property, leaving children psnni- 
lesa and old age hopeless. 

Men of Louisiana! woiking men, property hold- 
er?, merchants, and citizens of the United States, 
of whatever nation you may have had birth, how 
long will you uphold these tligrant wrongs, and, 
by inaction. Buffer yourselves to be m»di tho serfs 
of t he s« loader ? 

The United States have sent land and naval 
forcea here to fight and subdue rebellions armies 
in array against hor authority. We find, sub- 
stantially, only fugitive masses, runaway prop- 
erty owners, a whisk v-drin king mob, and starv- 
ing citizsna with their wives and children. It 
is our duty to call back the first, to punish the 
second, root out tho third, feed and protect tbo 
last. 

Ready only for war, wo had not prepared 
ourselves to feed the hungry and relievo tbe dis- 
tressed with provisions. But to the extent possi- 
ble within the power of the commanding General 
it shall be done. 

He has captured a quantity of beef and sugar 
intense I for tho rebels in tbe field. A thousand 
barrels of these stc-rse will ba distributed among 
the deserving poor of this city, from whom the 
rebels had plundered it; even although acme of 
tho food will go to supply the craving wants of 
the wives anl children of those now herding it at 
"Camp Monroe" and elsewhere, in arms against 
tbe United States.

AFFAIRS IN OWBN-A 8ECESH SKEDADDLE— 
"THE WICKED FLEE WHEN NONE PL'RSCB." 

Owes Co., Kv., May 25tb, 1862. 
8ince 1 wrote to yon last we have had a stirring 
time in Owen. Circuit Court came off, and Judge 
Nutall delivered himself of a speech in which ho 
advised the people not to pay their Federal taxes, 
and told them how he wonld evade the payment 
of them, and he also remarked in the same speech, 
in comparing the strength of the two parties in 
the district, that he hoped tboro would soon be no 
Union men. Indeed, his whole speech breathed a 
spirit of hatred and disloyalty to the Government. 
He told the secesh that he could, or would, say a 
good deal more, but he did not fancy Camp Chase; 
when they shouted to him, "Go on, we will stand 
by yon, say what you please, " &c. Pres. Sparks 
and E. H. Smith, of Williamstown, Grant county, 
were present, besides some other Union men, and 
heard the speech. Well, Ui show you how the 
secesh here stood by the Judge, I will relate a 
little circumstance which tock place on laSt Mon- 
day, it being county conrt day. On the Saturday 
previous, five of the' leaders about Owenton had 
been arrested by Uncle Sam's authority, and ta- 
ken to your city, and the troops that made the 
arrest remained at Ghent, on the Ohio river, Sun- 
day and Sunday night, and all thought they 
were gone, and on Monday a convention was 
to meet to select delegates to a convention 
to nominate a candidate for Circuit Court 
Judge, and Elijah and his pipe were on band to 
attend to his interests, as he was a candidate, 
and a good many of the rampant fighting 
secesh, as thoy were thought to be, i are in town, 
and some of them had their gnns, a u J were loud 
in their abuse of the troops who had been in on 
Saturday and made the arrests, and declared that 
they never would surrender or run from the d— d 
Llncclnitee, but would fight to the death. When 
lo and behold! about ten o'clock the same troop of 
Federal horsemen rode into the town before they 
were soen, and such running and hiding was never 
before witnessed in this county. The men who 
were armed and most noisy, run and left their 
suns. Senator Grover jumped out of a back win- 
dow of the court house, eight or ten feot high, and 
ran home, five miles, through the woods and 
farms, and left his horse. Representative Burns, 
In following him out of the window, hurt himself, 
but succeeded in mounting the first horse he 
came to in the back streets, and made his escape 
also. The Judge was on the street when he saw 
the first soldiers, and slipped back through a sta- 
ble, and from thence he got into a garret room, 
where be was pretty well hid; bnt thinking he 
was not very safe, he sent for Mr. Berryman and 
Thos. Ritchie, the two leading Union men, to see 
if they could or would do something for bis relief, 
for he. as well as all the rest of the guilty set, 
thought the soldiers wore after them, when in fact 
they had not even made inquiry for any of them. 
The court- hou.»e was deserted, convention forgot- 
ten, and the Judge slipped out and mounted his 
horso and made tracks for Henry county. Wm. 
Pryor stood his ground and acted liko a man who 
did not feel guilty. He is also an aspirant for the 
judgeship. 

This is no fancy sketch bnt the plain truth. 
The troops have again left, and I believe failed in 
arresting one man that they wanted, but he is 
not a very violent secessionist, and cannot and 
will not Injure the Government half as much as 
some other influential agitators here; in fact, 
the most bitter and influential enemios to the 
Government are here yet in the county, and have 
so far not been disturbed. Thoy are the old po- 
litical leaders to whom the people go for news and 
who have been regarded as oracles in matters po- 
litical. These men have always long stories to 
tell of Southern victories and of Federal encroach- 
ments on the lights of the people and want to oe 
the leading Union men in Kentucky hung, and 
thus keep up continual agitation and dissatisfac- 
tion among the people, the mass of whom would 
be quiet and would finally 6ee where their true 
interests were if it were not for these leaders. 



To the Editors of the I/mismUe Journal : 

LotTirviLt-E, May 23d, 18G2. 
Gkktlkmeu : In your issue of October 15tb, 
1661, you were kind enough to publish an account 
of a skirmish in which 1 was reported slightly 
wounded. At the head of our small column, 
whilst trying to form the men in line of battle, I 
was struck with eight balls, five of them doing 
terrible execution, breaking my tbigh bone in 
three places. One Minnie ball passed through 
Hardee's Tactics, which was in my pocket, then 
through my left thigh, crushing the bone, and 
came within a half inch of goicg through my right 
leg. One Minnie struck my shoulder, rendering 
my right arm almost uteless. Three balls, tbanks 
to a kind Providence, lodged In the breast of my 
over cm*. The skirmish only lasted a few min- 
utes. The rebels numbered fully one hundred; 
we bad twenty-two men. In the almost inky dark- 
ness they could not tell our number, acd as :oon 
as thev delivered their fire, retreated, receiving 
ours a3 they ran. One of our men was killed and 
five wouud'td. Our men left near the same time 
the rebels did, leaving me on the field perfectly 
helpless. In the course of an hour two of the 
rebels came back, and hearing me hollowing at 
the borsee, which were about to run over me, 
approached, asking mo not lo shoot. Notwith- 
standing my utter helplessness, one of them put 
bis pistol against my forehead and said, "you 
d — d Bon of a b — b, if you move I will blow your 
brains out," at the samo time taking my revolver 
and Enfield, which 1 bad shot. I did not mind 
that. They then dragged me into Ci. Hutchin- 
son's house, robbed me me of my watch, hat, and 
tooth-brush. One of these fellows was an old ac- 
quaintance of mine, John Spnrrier, now a wound- 
ed prisoner hare. My wounds were dressed by 
Drs Newberry and Edwards. On the 12th I was 
carried to the Rev. Eli Crain's, a Southern rights 
man's house. On Sunday morning a Tennessee 
Snrgeon took ray pecketknife and cut the minnie 
ball out of my right leg. As he went out he re- 
marked that he had rather cut my d — d head off 
than what he had done. Miss Jennie Cram, a 
cousin of the preacher and a good D oion lady, vol- 
unteered to wait on me. She anticipated all my 
wants. From this time the Surgeons entirely 
neglected me. For twenty days my leg was not 
undressed. The Surgeons bad covered np the 
largest wound; the corrup ion was confined inside 
the bandage. At that time my nurse said she 
could thrust her whole band in my woifhd. Owing 
to the contraction of mucles and leaders, the 
splints (which were made ont of a cigar box) 
bad ploughed full an inch and a half in my ileal.; 
with eight wounds, and broken bones, this was 
almost beyond human endurance, especially when 
there were two Surgeons in the neighborhood. 
Drs. Donan and Edwards. After begging and 
pleading, Dr. Edward) took what I In my de- 
lirium bad not torn off. He never came to see me 
afterwards, but said be bad rather kill than cure 
me. For some time 1 came near mortifying, yet 
none of the Doctors could be induced to call on 
me, although Mr. drain exerted his influence. 

Dr. Purcell, of Glasgow, hearing of my dis- 
tressed condition, volunteered to call, even through 
the lines of the enemy. He could not come often, 
but did all he could to alleviate my sufferings. 
Owing to Union men not veiling the house, Miss 
Crain had me carried to her house, where all my 
wants were anticipated by this noble, heroic 
young lady and family. She prescribed and ad- 
ministered for five long months. No one but her, 
aided by her brothers and sisters, dressed my 
wounds or bandaged my broken limb. Wben the 
fever would caui-e me to be delirious, the was 
always at my coucb, ba'bing my burning brow; 
and when there was no one else to go she would 
rida horseback to the camp at Woodsonville, a 
distance of twelve miles, for medicine, my let- 
ten, and papers, through a country infested with 
a brutal and unscrupulous band of traitors. At 
Mr. Nathaniel Crain's house all was done that 
would in the least contribute to render mo com- 
fortable, and although a perfect stranger, if I 
was to die I would at least have the sympathies 
of the ministering friends who would regret my 
untimely end, and who felt as deep an interest 
as my poor father, brothers, and sisters. 

Dsapite the threats made by traitors, this noble 
family could not be intimidated in their mission 
of kindness to a perfect stranger. They sent word 
that they intended to let me suffer all my wounds 
would make me; that they intended to put an et d 
to me, and punish Mr. Crain and family for tak- 
ing care of me. 

The patriotic devotion of Miss Crain is worthy 
of all praise, and should receive more t han a pass- 
ing notice, that the patriotic l.diesof Kentucky 
might follow the example set by her towards the 
brave who are willing to sacrifice even life for 
their country. Mv case was a pecnliar one; for 
five months I could not be turned over or change 
my position In bed; the bones wore tbrongh, and 
my wounds making me endure far more than I 
thought man capable of; but through the inter- 
vention of Providence, and the kind treatment of 
my nurse, I am so far restored as to be able to 
visit my old home, although from malpractice I 
am a cripple for life, and have to use crutches. 

1b company with Miss Crain, I reached the 
city on Tuesday evening. 

I am In hopes that from these incongruous lines 
you will be able to cull sufficient truth to do 
ample justice to Miss Jennie Crain and family. I 
feel that it is due them, especially as the secesh 
are trying to nuke it appear disgraceful for a 
young lady to wait on a Union soldier. Some of 
her own relatives have engaged in this, to their 
shame. My character is unimpeachable, as the 
bearer of this will testify. 

I was a volunteer on that occasion, but was 
sworn in by Gen. Ward himself f.jr three years 
or during the war. "Capt. Larrv, take the lead 
and prove yourself a man," were the last official 
words spoken to me. I have never received ought 
from my Government, because I fell in the first 
onset with the enemy. Must I be neglected? I 
am young, a long life is before me, and I hope my 
heretofore liberal Government will not In so un- 
generous as to cloud my future by wanton neg- 
lect to one who did but little in her defence, hut 
one who was willing to sacrifice even life itself ; n 
defei.ee of her integrity.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Patted at the Second Session of the Thirty-seventh 
Congress. 

{Public— No. 64.] 
AN ACT to secure homesteads to actual settlers 
on the public domain. 
Be it enacted by tJie Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That any person who is the 
head of a family, or who has arrived at the age of 
twenty-one years, and is a citizen of the United 
States, or who shall have filed his declaration of in- 
tention to become such, as required by the natur- 
alization laws of the United States, and who has 
never borae arms against tho United Stales or 
given aid and comfort to Its enemies, shall, from 
and after the first of January, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-three, be entitled to enter one q larter 
section or a lew quantity of unappropriated pub- 
lic lands, upon which said person may have filed 
a pre-emption claim, or which may, at the time 
the application is maJe, be subject to pre-emption 
at one dollar and twenty-five cents, or less, per 
acre; or eighty acres or less of such unappropria- 
ted lands, at two dollars and fifty cents per acre, 
to be located in a body, in conformity to the legal 
subdivisions of the public lands, and after the 
same shull have been surveyed: Provided, That 
any person owning and residiog on land may, un- 
der the provisions of this act, enter other land ly- 
ing contiguous to his or her said land, which shall 
not, with the land so already owned and occupied, 
exceed in the aggregate one hundred and sixty 
acres. 

Sec. 2. And be tt further enacted. That the 
person apptying for the bentfit of this act shall, 
upon application to the register of the land office 
in which he or she Is about to make such entry, 
make affidavit before the said register or receiver 
that he or she is the head of a family, or is twen- 
ty one or more years of ago, or shall have per- 
formed service in the army or navy of the United 
States, and that he has never tnrne arms against 
the Government of the United States or given aid 
and comfort to its enemies, and that such applica- 
tion is made for his or her exclusive use and ben- 
efit, and that said entry is made for the purpose 
of actual settlement and cultivation, and not 
either directly or indirectly for the use or benefit 
of any other person or persons whomsoever; and 
upon filing the said affidavit with the register or 
receiver, and on piyment of ten dollars, he or she 
shall thereupon oe permitted to enter the quan- 
tity of land specified: Provided, however. That 
no certificate shall be given or patent issued 
therefor until the expiration of five years from 
the date of such entry; and if. at the expiration 
of such time, or at any time within two years 
thereafter, the person making such entry, or if he 
be dead, his widow ; or in cise of her death, his 
heirs or devisee ; or in case of a widow making 
such entry her heirs or devisee, in caie of her 
death — shall prove by two credible witnesfoi that 
he, she, or they have resided upon or cultivated 
the same for t be term of five yearB immediately 
succeeding the time of filing the affidavit afore- 
said, and shall make affidavit that no part of said 
land has been alienated, and that he has borne 
true allegiance to the Government of the United 
States ; then, in such case, he, she, or they, it at 
that time a citizen of the United States, Bball be 
entitled to a patent, as in other cases provided for 
by law : And provided, further. That in case of 
the death of boih father and mother, leaving an 
infant child, or children, under twenty-one years 
of age, the right and fee shall enure to the benefit 
of said infant child or children; and the executor, 
administrator, or guardian may, at any time 
within two years after the death of the surviving 
parent, and in accordance with the laws of tho 
State in which such children for the time being 
have their domicil, sell said land for the benefit 
of said infant s. but for no other purpose ; and the 
purchaser shall acquire the absolute title by the 
purchase, and be entitled to a patent from the 
United States, on payment of the office fees and 
sum of money herein specified. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. That the reg- 
ister of the land office shall note all such applica- 
tions on the tract books and plats of his office, snd 
keep a register of all such entries, and make re- 
turn thereof to the General Land Office, together 
with ti e proof upon which they have beon 
founded. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That no lands 
acquired under the provisions of this act shall in 
any event become liable to the satisfaction of any 
debt or debts contracted prior to the issuing of 
the patent therefjr. 

So*. 5. And be it further enacted. That if, al 
anytime after the filing of the affidavit, as re- 
quired in the second section of this act, and be- 
fore the expiration of tho live years aforesaid, it 
shall be proven, after due notice to the settler, to 
the satisfaction of the register of the land office, 
tbat the person having tiled such affidavit shall 
have actually changed his or her residence, or 
abandoned the said land for more than six months 
at any time, then and in that evont the land so 
entered shall revert to the Government. 

Sec. 6 And be it further enacted. That no in- 
dividual shall be permitted to acquire title to 
more than one quarter section under the provis- 
ions of this act; and that the Commissioner of the 
General Land < lilies is hereby required to prepare 
and issue such rules and regulations, consistent 
with this act, as shall be necessary and proper to 
carry its provisions into effect; and that the reg- 
isters and receivers of the several land office) shall 
be entitled to receive the same compensation for 
any lands entered under the provisions of this act 
that they are now entitled to receive when the 
tame quantity of land is entered with money, one 
half to be paid by the person making the applica- 
tion at the time of so doing, and the other half on 
the issue of the certificate by the person to whom 
it may be issued; but this shall not be construed 
to enlarge the maximum of compensation now 
prescribed by law for any register or receiver : 
Provided, That nothing contained in this act 
shall be so construed as to impair or interfere in 
any manner wha'ever with existing pre-emption 
rights: And provided further, That all persons 
who may have filed their applications for pre-emp- 
tion right prior to thepassago of this act shall be 
entitled to all privileges of this act : Provided 
further, That no person who has served, or may 
hereafter serve, for a period of not Jess than four- 
teen days in tho army or navy of the United 
States, either regular or volunteer, under the laws 
thereof, during the existence of an actual war, 
domestic or foreign, shall be deprived of the bene- 
fits of this act on account of not having attained 
the age of twenty-one years. 

Sec. 7. And be it furtlier enacted, That the 
fifth section of the act entitled "An act in addi- 
tion to an act more effectually to provide for the 
punishment of certain crimes against the United 
States and for other purposes," approved the third 
of March, in the year eighteen hundred and fifty- 
seven, shall extend to all oaths, affirmations, and 
affidavits, required or authorized by this act. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That nothing 
in this act shall be so construed as to prevent any 
person who has availed him or herself of the ben- 
efits of the first section of this act rVotn paying 
the minimnm price, or the price to which the 
same may have graduated, f r the quantity of 
land so entered at any time before the expirati in 
of the five years, and obtaining a patent therefor 
from tho Government, as in other ctses provided 
by law, on making proof of settlement and culti- 
vation as provided by existing laws granting pre- 
emption rights. 

Approved, May 20, 1862. 

| Public— No. 65. | 
AN ACT making appropriations to reimburse the 
contingent fund of the office of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, including compensation of addi- 
tional clerks who may be employed according to 
the exigencies of the public service, and for tem- 
porary clerks, for the current fiscal year and for 
the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-three, and to provide for the employ- 
ment of additional clerks in the'effice of tbe As 
sistant Treasurer at St. Louis. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That "he following sums be 
and the same are hereby appropriated, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropria- 
ted, for the purposes hereafter expressed, viz: 

To reimburse the contingent fund of the office 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, for additional 
cleiki authorized by tbe act of July twenty- 
seventh, eighteen hundred and sixty- one, and for 
temporary clerks in the Treasury Department f.ir 
the year ending thirtieth of June, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-two, fifty thousand six hundred 
and fifty dollars. 

For temporary clerks in the Treasury Depart 
ment for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three, one hundred and three 
thousand dollars: Provided, Tbat the Secretary 
of the Treasury be and he is hereby authorized in 
his discretion to classify the temporary clerks so 
authorized according to the character of their ser- 
vices, or assign to such of them as he shall see fit 
any compensation not exceeding that of clerks of 
the first class. 

For the necessary furniture, stationery, and 
labor consequent upon the in creased clerical force, 
seven thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That from 
and after the thirtieth day of June, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-two, there shall be employed in 
the office of the Assistant Treasurer at St. Louis 
a chief clerk and teller with an annual salary of 
eighteen hundred dollars, and one assistant clerk 
with an annual salary of twelve hundred dollars; 
and the sum of three thousand dollars is hereby 
appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, to pay the salaries of 
said chief clerk and assistant clerk for the fiscal 
year ending June thirty, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-three : Provided, That the clerks hereby 
authorized are to be in the plate of all other 
clerical fores now authoriztd by law for said office. 
Approved, May 20, 18C2. 

Affairs in the Southwest. — From various 
sources we learn that trouble with the guerillas 
is apprehended in the counties bordering the road 
between Rolla and Springfield. Rebel sympathi 
zero and returned members of the disbanded Mis- 
souri State Guard are gathering at several points, 
and the mysterious character of their movements 
leads to the belief that guerilla bands are form- 
ing, whose strength will be quite formidable 
unless they are forthwith destroyed by an ade- 
quate force of Union Cavalrv. 'We understand 
that several merchants of this city, who have 
largo business interests in tho vicinity of Rolla, 
Waynesvilie, Linn Creek, and Lebanon,are taking 
measures for the safety of their property against 
the incursions of rebel bands. 

The recent seizure of government trains and 
tbe loss to the Government of property worth 
nearly $50,000, should persuade the propor au- 
thorities that reinforcements are immediately 
demanded in that section.— St, Louis Dtm., 27th.

Within tho past three days, the disposition of 
the whi le rebel army before Richmond seems to 
have beon changed. Instead of the rebols retreat 
ing with all their supplies and camp equipage 
toward tbe city, they are coming from it in large 
numbers, and are evidently determined to make a 
stand between it and the Chickahominy river. It 
was ascertained beyond a doubt that five days ago 
but a small force of the enemy, say G.000 men, 
occupied the ground between us and Richmond. 
It was then supposed that our march into the city 
would be easy and rapid, and that an opportunity 
w.ail 1 soon be given to the Union citizens of that 
place to demonstrate their delight at batng liber- 
ated from the secession yoke, but now tbe aepect 
is completely changed, and numerous indications 
form the belief tbat our onward progress to Rich- 
mond is ta> be hotly disputed by the larger part of 
tho rebel army. 

Every hour troops are pouring out of Rich- 
mond and disposing themselves along the line of 
tbe Chicahominy, being at some points one and 
a half miles from it. 

A deserter just arrived from a Georgia regi- 
ment states mat between Richmond and Me- 
chanicsville, and about one and a half milos from 
the latter placo, three Georgia regiments have 
encamped since morning. He says that Beaure- 
gard arrived in Richmond last Thursday, ar.d 
that a most vigorous attempt will be made to save 
the city. 

Last night our gunboats on James river threw 
a few shells i . . t . . the rebel batteries, but with 
what effect we did not learn. Yesterday we had 
cars running from West Point to the Chickahom- 
iny river. This new facility for getting supplies, 
guns, and ammunition to the city can be readily 
appreciated. 

A deserter, who comes in this morning, re- 
ports the main body of tho Confederate army 
on the north side or the railroad, the brigade of 
troopR to which he belonged doing picket duty on 
this side. Tho rebels claim 150,000 men, but 
f-0,000, be asserts, will cover their outiro force. 
Much dissatisfaction exists among them on ac- 
count of the conscription act, and many would be 
glad to lay down their arms did not pride forbid. 
The leaders are determined to make a stand, hav- 
ing chosen a position near Richmond for this 
purpose.

A communication from Jacob Barker argues 
against the destruction of cotton, and also says, if 
our brave soldiers do not win a satisfactory peace, 
we must fall buck on the ballot box, and suggests 
an amendment of the Constitution so as to allow 
the people to vote directly for President. 

An order from the Provost Marshal, says 
all coffee-houses, bar-rooms, hotels, gam- 
ing and billiard saloons must procure licenses im- 
mediately under penalty of confiscation. 

Gen. lint lor ordered the circulation of Confed- 
erate notes and bills to cease on the 27th. All 
sales or transfers of property on and after that 
day in consideration of such notes or bills will bo 
void, and the proporty be confiscated to the 
United States, one fourth to go to the informer. 

Another order was issued to suppress the Bee 
for an article in favor of common burning. 

The offico of the Delta was taken possession of 
for an article discussing the cotton question, in 
violation of Butler s proclamation or the 10th. 
Its business will be conducted by the United 
States authorities. 
The Adams Express office was opened. 
Thos. U. Lester is announced as a Union can- 
didate for Recorder in the 4th District. Victor 
Willz is announced as a candidate for Mayor, ir- 
respective of party. 

Six persons are sentenced to be ehot fjr viola- 
tion of parole given at Fort Jackson, in organiz- 
ing a military company for service in the rebel 
army. 

The prize steamer Fox had arrived from Ha- 
vana; also, the prizo steimer Gov. Morton 
from Sabine. 

John M. G. Parker, formorly of Ship Island, is 
at New Orleans. 

Some cotton had arrived from Plaquomine, and 
a quantity of provisions from the interior. 

Newspaper News by the Mantan:as. — General 
Butler forbids the observance of Jeff Davis's day 
of fas. ing and prayer. He had also issued the 
order about women, previously, as reported via 
Ccrinth. The Crescent is suppressed. Strict 
health regulations are established at quarantine. 

A municipal regulation of the city of New Or- 
leans punishes with imprisonment in the cala- 
boose all woman of the town found in the streets 
after night fall, or who may converse from the 
windows of their houses with persons outside. 
This is doubtless tbe punishment accorded to wo- 
men who may insult our soldiers under the recent 
proclamation of Gen. Butler. 

Fortress Monroe, May 28. 

The steamer Massachusetts, which left Monday 
morning for City Point with a flag of truce, re- 
turned early this morning. Tbe boat took up 
Col. Hanson, of Ky., who was expected to be 
exchanged for Col. Cororan, and also Capt. 
Robertson, of Va., Lieut. Wbittaker, a private, 
a lady, and Mr. Lowe, of Ky. Tbe boat arrived 
at Ciiy Point on Mooday evening. The next 
morning Gen. Wool's communication was de- 
livered and on Tuesday an answer was received 
from Gen. Huger. 

Colonel Corcoran and the other prisoners not 
having been delivered up, Col. Hanson and tbe 
other officers were brought back. Colonel Hanson 
is very severe upon Gen. Huger for his failure to 
fulfill his promises. 

Our gunboat fleet still remains fifteen or 
twenty miles below City Point. Notbing has re- 
cently been done beyond a reconnoissance a short 
distance up tbe Appomattox. A squad of cavalry 
was seen on the creek, but a few suells scattered 
them. 

No troops or citizens are left at City Point. 

A steamer arrived from Ilatteras this morning. 
No news of interest. There is no truth in the 
report of Gen. Burnsido's occupation of Raleigh. 
The Union prisoners at Salisbury are on their 
way to New Y'ork, having been released and de- 
livered to Gen. Burnside at Washington, N. C. 

The Norfolk Day Book, which was suspended 
yesterday morning, reappeared in the afternoon. 
Tbe restrictions have been removed. 

In consequence of the frequent violation of tbe 
order prohioiting trade with Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth, a new and more stringent order was to- 
day issued, as follows:

No goods of any kind will hereafter be trans- 
ported by expross companies to Norfolk, Perts- 
mouth, and Gosport except by peimission of tho 
commanding Genera), and then only after invoices 
of the articles have been furnished with the names 
of those to whom they belong and to whom they 
are to be delivered. 

Hereafter no vessels not employed by the army 
or the navy will be permitted to go to Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Gosport or any other place on 
either side of the roads not occupied by the troops 
of the United States except by express authority 
of the commanding General. Any violation of 
this order will subject the vessels and property to 
seizure and confiscation, and tbe persons who 
may be the cause, directly or indirectly, will be 
severely punished, by command of

Quite a disturbance took place in Norfolk last 
night. It is Baid to have been occasioned by a 
negro shooting a corporal named John Burke, 
Company C, 99tb New York regiment. The dis- 
turbance became genera), and tho greater part of 
the company was engaged. Three negroes wore 
killed, and two or three wounded. Six of the 
ringleadors were sent to the Rip Raps to-day. All 
is quiet now. 

New York, May 29. 

Several letters have been received at Havana 
from New Orleans, from rebel sources, pretending 
to give accounts of the defeat of Halleck, and 
that Butler had robbed the Dutch Consulate of 
$800,000, deposited there by an agent of the 
bankers Hope & Co., and that all the Consuls made 
a unanimous protect against it; tbat Farragut and 
Porter are afraid to land at New Orleans on ac- 
count of tbe mob, all of which, and other foolish 
statements, were eagerly printed bv the Diaro 
Marino, which refused to correct the statements, 
although proved to be false. 

The last direct accounts, of May .11, place the 
French forces twelve miles from Puebla, with 
15,000 Mexicans ready to give them battle. Sev- 
eral vessels bavo sailed from Hanover for New 
Orleans, and more are advertised, including three 
Spanish steamers. Two rebel schooners with 
cotton have ai rived. The British steamer Ed- 
ward Hawkins arrived with a cargo of cotton 
from Matamoras, and sailed for Liverpool. 

Nkw York, May28. 

A special despatch to the New York World, 
datod Nashville, May 27, says Generals Mitchell 
and Negley arrived bore to-cirht. They report 
everything quiet at Hunts vi lie. Ala., and the 
Union feeling increasing. Jere Clemens and 
Judge McLean and family are among the promi- 
nent Unionists. 

General Mitchell speaks of his position as 
permanent. 



St. Loots, May 29. 
Tbe Cairo correspondent of the Republican says 
that troubles are breaking out in Western Ten- 
nessee. A considerable force of rebels is said to 
be at Trenton, ready to march on Union Citv and 
Hickman. Union men from Weakly and Obion 
counties were flocking to Hickman for protection. 
Fcur or five hundred rebel cavalry ore stationed 
near the mouth of Obion river, awaiting the 
draining of the swamps in that region, to plant 
batteries to prevent the passage of our transports 
on the Mississippi A paroled prisoner f,om Sew 
Orleans on the 18!b, says that Gen. Lovell'a 
forces are still at Camp Mix>rc, Jackson, Miss. 

Washington, May 29. 

Recently, John Dean, E*q., presented to the 
circuit court the petition of Dan'l Breed for a writ 
of habeas corpus to Marshal Lamnn, for the dis- 
charge of a colored man, claimed by a cilizen of 
Maryland as his flave, on tbe ground that said 
alleged fugitive is illegally detained, and the re- 
straint and imprisonment are not authorized by 
the fugitive slave law of 1850; in other words, 
that the law does not apply to the District of 
Columbia. Mr. Dean to-day continued his ar- 
gument to show that t he writ could not be refused. 

The conrt bad previously instructed that they 
would not, grant tho prayer, and to-day said an 
appsal could be taken to the Supreme Court of 
the United States on the refusal just as well as 
upon the writ. Furthei argument will be beard 
to morrow. 

The fugitive slave law continues to be enforced. 
During this month about fifty slaves have boon 
returned to their claimants. 

Providence, R. I., May 28. 
Gov. Sprague was to day elected U. S. Senator 
for six years from the 4th of March next, wben 
the term of Senator Simmons expires. Ho re- 
ceived 92 votes ont of 103. T%re was no regu- 
lar nomination in opposition. 

Washington, May 29. 

Gen.McClellan telegray lis the Secretary of War 
that the battle at Hanover C. H. resulted in the 
complete ront of the enemy. It is stated that 
we have taken 5,000 prisoners. The loss of the 
enemy is put down at 1,000. Our men buried 
100 of their dead. Our loss is 375 in killed, 
wounded, and missing, of which 53 were killed. 
The forces opposed to us were principally North 
Carolinians and Georgians. Prisoners from North 
Carolina sav they aro very tired of the war, and 
that their defeat will have a very demoralizing 
effect on the rebel army. 

Washinoton, May 28. 

Information from Gen. Halleck's command, 
dated yesterday, indicates tbat no engagement 
had taken place. 

No furthor particulars cf Gen. Banks's affair 
have been received.
